A crowd of indignant § storekeepers 
Slashed police red tape that placed a 
courageous man’s life in jeopardy, when 
they dragged the driver of a patrol 
wagon from his seat Monday and 
threatened him with instant punishment 
unless he conveyed Frank wouth to the 
City Dispensary without delay. 

The excited crowd had just witnessed 
Louth’s thrilling attempt -to check -a 
runaway team of heavy draft horses 
hauling a ponderous stake wagon. Their 
wilt course was directly eastward on 
Chestnut street, toward the heart of the 
business district. 

While approaching Frank D. McDon- 
ald’s- blacksmith shop, 1417 Chestnut 
street, Louth, an athletic horse shoer, 
spyang from the place and dashing upon 
the careering team, hung by the bridle 
at the head of the near horse. 

His swinging weight arrested the speed 
of the animals, but did not stop the 
flaht. Tecuth dangled like a pendulum, 
tossed about by the rush of the run- 
aways. At Chestnut and Fourteenth 
streets the steel-clad hoof of his horse 
struck him in the abdomen, knocking 
him from his bold. 

He fell beneath the hoofs and was 
trampled before the wheels of the hay- 
lade n vehicle passed over him. The 
inan’s daring battle to prevent danger to 
ethers had been cheered by the great 
throny pressing after the spectacular 
‘chase. The instant Louth dropped into 
th: street the runaways were forgotten 
and =the people formed a dense wall 
about the injured man. 

Patrol Wagon Stopped. 

A call for an ambulance was sent to 
the Dispensary. Hardly had this been 
done when a_ police patrol wagon 


dashed by. Cries to the driver caused 
him to,rein up his team. Repeated 
cries went up to take Louth to med- 
ical assistance. 

The driver refused. He said that it 
was against police regulations. Those 
persons who were ministering to the 
stricken horse shoer realized that his 
condition was precarious. They de- 
manded that the patrol driver carry 
the patient to the Dispensary. The 
driver refused again. Then some of 
the boldest of the crowd dragged him 
from fis seat and shaking their fists 
in his face, threatened him with harm 
unless he complied at once.

Twenty-two robberies on six blocks 
within six months is the record shown 
by investigation of the charges against 
Tony Foley of 1029 North Eighteenth 
Street, whose case was ca.ed for trial 
in the Criminal Court Monday. The 
“Bottoms Gang’ is believed to have 


committed all the robberies. 

Foley is charged with assaulting Po- 
liceman Stapléten of the Dayton Street: 
Station, taking his revolver away from 
him and shootine at him three times. 
The attack on the policeman revealed 
the numerous robberies. Tnese, 4nclud- 
ing burglaries and highway robberies, 
have occurred on Franklin avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-second street and Jeffer- 
Son avenue, but a short distance from 
the Dayton Street Police Station. 

Several weeks ago Foley had his en- 
counter with Patliceman Stapleton at 
Twenty-second and Franklin avenue. 

During the fight Foley wrested the 
policeman’s revoiver away from him and 
broke and ran away. He turned and 
fired three shots at the policeman. He 
was subsequéntly arrested and charged 
in an information with assault to kili. 

In order to prosecute the case success- 
fully, the Circuit Attorney's office sent 
& private detective to the Franklin av- 
enue neighborhood to make inquiries 
into the record of Foley. 

Incidentally the detective discovered 
that the Franklin nue merchants 
haye been terrorize Bd thieves leagued 
in the “Bottomg Gang.’ Stores have 
been robbed under the very eyes of the 
proprietors, and in a number of in- 
Stances members of the gang have 
turned upon the merchants and beaten 
them mercilessly.

2201 Franklin avenue. Jovanic’s saloon 
was robbed three times, once in Octo- 
ber, again in December and the last 
time in January. 

Devine, Lakin and Regan are wit- 
nesses to the killing of ‘‘Tim’’ Foley by 
Clyde Casey, Dec. 22 last. Foley, while 
trying to break into the news stand con- 
ducted by Casey, was shot and killed. 
Devine, Lakin and Regan were arrested 
by the police, and while they were be- 
ing driven in a patrol wagon to the po- 
lice station they made repeated at- 
tempts to assault Casey.

They told 
the Cireuit Attorney’s detective that 
they had been frequently forced to take 
refuge in their own stores when they 
went outside to remonstrate with mem- 
bers of the gang who had congregated 
in front of their places of business.

PAPER HANGERS STRIKE. 


Refusal of Pay Advance De- 
manded Causes Trouble, 


Four hundred paper hangers, members 
of the Brotherhood of Painters. Dees- 
rators and Paper Hangers of America, 
went on strike tn St. Louls Monday 
morning because of a refusal on the 
part of the master paper hangers to 
grant an advance in wages of 5 cents an 
hour and an additional 2% cents a roll 
for certain kinds of paper.

Chairman Knapp of the Interstate 
Commetce Commission was asked re- 
garding the announcement made in New 
York by Special “Counsel Kellogg, that 
the commission had completed its in- 
vestigation of the Harriman system. Mr. 
Knapp said the commission would not 
take any further testimony, as it now 
has ample evidence for its purposes. 
He said the question is still open as to 
whether the commission should apply 
to the United States District Court for 
the Southern District of New York for 
an order for Harriman to show cause 
why he should not answer the questions 
propounded by the commission regarding 
the acquisition by the Harriman sys- 
tem of the Illinois Central. 

Chairman Knapp said that, at the re- 
quest of -Mr.,Evarts, Harriman’s at- 
torney, April 4 has been set apart to 
hear arguments on whether the Union 
Pacific railroads are parallel lines. If 
this question is decided in the affirm- 
ative the Government will bring suit for 
the dissolution of the Harriman merger. 

When Mr. rriman’s counsel asked 
for the hearing on April 4 it was un- 
derstood by the commission that if Mr. 
Harriman’s counsel, or the Senate. de- 
sired to submit additional testimony on 
that date, they might do so. Chairman 
Knapp said today that if Mr. Harriman 
degired to take the stand he would be 
permitted to do so.

The amended Missouri game law which has passed 
the Senate is so much better than that which came 
from the House that concurrence in it by the latter 
body is much to be desired, 

The law as amended by the Senate retains the 
best feature of the Walmsley law, which absolutely 
forbade at any time the sale of game in Missouri. 
As we have pointed out heretofore, any game law 
without this stringent provision is not worth the 
paper upon which it is written, To permit the 
sale of game in wny wise at all gives the ingenious 
violator a loophdle which he is adroit to enlarge. 
The prime object of any game law in Missouri is to 
protect game. The Walmsiey law did protect game, 
and we have the assurance of Mr. Widman, the fore- 
most ornithologist of the State, that all the feath- 
ered ranks so sadly thinned under ineffective laws 


are rapidly filling in response to protection.
